Board Chairman R. Paul Buch- 
mueller and C. L. “ V al” Sharp, a 
park board member, outlined to 
the aldermen the needs of the 
pool. 
Repair List. 
Mr. Sharp pointed out to the 
council a long list of repairs and 
improvements which should 
be 
made at the swimming pool be­ 
fore it is put into use this year. 
Included was a new system of 
checking the clothing of the pa­ 
trons of the pool. 
Under the new system, the park 
board w ill be responsible for the 
pool and maintain it but the ac­ 
tual management of it will be 
done by 
the 
Sikeston 
Junior 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Future 
improvements at 
the 
pool which will attract more adult 
swimmers w'ere also disclosed by 
the park board officials. 
Definite Policy. 
Speaking for the park board, 
Mr. Buchmueller 
asked the coun­ 
cil 
to work out a definite policy 
on 
the use 
of 
Sikeston’s parks 
for carnival and other local uses. 
He said the city should have 
such a policy so his board could 
better plan its maintenance work 
on the parks.

It was disclosed at the meet­ 
ing, that the State Highway De­ 
partment has pointed out to the 
city several times that when it 
widened and paved an

strip along Malone Ave. it made 
the improvement with the idea of 
increasing the 
flow of 
traffic 
through the city. 
It was also pointed out that 
the agreement between the state 
and city was 
that no 
parking 
would be allowed on the sti ip. 
Ordinance No. 1325 passed by the 
council on Feb. 21, 1926, prohib­ 
its parking on the strip but has 
not been enforced in recent years. 
To Paint Signs. 
The city street department has 
been ordered to paint the cuib 
along the entire area yellow and 
stencil “ no parking” signs on it.

It was also pointed out that the 
car at Walton and Williams is 
black but the vehicle at Mitchell- 
Sharp was of another color and 
would require a paint job.

lied tanks and troops in savage* 
counterattacks today slaughtered 
Chinese Communists on the criti­ 
cal Central front, but a United 
Nations 
withdrawal was

north of Seoul. 
A field dispatch said two col­ 
umns of 
tanks, 
supported 
by 
troops riding in 
armored half­ 
tracks, killed 
an estimated 750 
Reds in the Central front counter­ 
blows north of Kapyong. 
Kap- 
vong itself is 33 miles northeast 
of Seoul on one of the main roads 
to the old capital. 
The trooops and tanks plas­ 
tered roads and valleys with in­ 
tense fire 
before withdrawing. 
Allied artillery rained shells on 
| enemy positions both north and 
south of the 38th Parallel. 
One tank column drove back 
north to within six miles of the 
parallel before 
running 
out of 
ammunition and pulling back. 
Since 
their 
20-mile 
break­ 
through Monday and Tuesday, the 
Chinese have been stalled on the 
Central front at some points the 
enemy has been hurled back. 
One field officer said the Chi­ 
nese had been “ hurt very badly” 
and were slowing up to regroup. 
On the 
West 
Central front, 
United Nations forces pulled back 
abruptly and broke contact with 
the Reds. 
The withdrawal was 
so rapid some rear elements were 
trapped.

WHEN MOTHER PLANS "HER” MEAL 


By Jack Blanton 


(In The Globe Democrat) 


When I was a boy, a person could 
travel all day and still be close to 
home. This was during the horse- 
and-buggy era. Although Mexico 
and Moberly, much larger towns, 
were only 25 miles away, a trip 
to them by any other means than 
railroad was hardly ever made. 
With a good team, it requires 
a day for the round trip. There 
was none but narrow dirt roads, 
none of which had markings. Few 
people could go 20 miles without 
getting lost. 
The ambition of every young 
man during this period was to own 
a horse and buggy. To make this 
dream come true was much more 
complicated than it sounds. First, 
of course, was the matter of ac­ 
cumulating sufficient money. Sec­ 
ond, providing a barn for the ani­ 
mal you planned to buy. Third was 
the item of feed with which to 
keep the animal in proper trim. 
Fourth was the purchase of harness 
and buggy. 
All barns were two-story affairs. 
The upper story or loft was for 
hay, two rations of which the horse 
was given every day. In the lower 
story was a crib 
for corn the 
horse must have twice a day, and 
a stall in which he spent all of 
his nights and much of his days. 
A hall-way gave access to stall 
and crib, and to the ladder upon 
which the loft was reached. Twice 
a day hay from the loft and corn 
from the crib had to be carried to 
the manger from which the horse 
fed. 


ACTIVITIES JUST BEGUN 


But, having financed a barn, a 
horse, a buggy and harness, the 
young m an’s activities had just be­ 
gun. Early in the morning it was 
necessary for him to feed and w a­ 
ter his steed. Usually, while the 
animal was eating, the daily task 
of currying and brushing was done. 
From tip of the nose to tip of the 
tail the currycomb was applied for 
the purpose of ridding the horse of 
dust. Following 
this there 
was 
vigorous use of a very large brush 
for the purpose of keeping the 
hair clean and sleek. 
At the close of every day it 
was necessary to have a supply of 
straw at hand. The owner used it 
for “bedding the horse down,1’ 
which means that he would cover 
the stall with it, so the horse would 
be comfortable when he lay down 
to rest. One of his chores the next 
morning would be to rake it out 
and deposit it on w hat was called 
the m anure pile, just outside the 
door. 
Also, three times a day, the own­ 
er found it necessary to carry a 
bucket of water from a pump near 
the house to the barn, with which 
to slake the animals thirst. The 
fact that hardly any man can carry 
a busket of water 100 yards w ith­ 
out sloshing some of it out upon 
his leg 
made this a 
distasteful 
chore, especially during cold wea­ 
ther. 
Unlike an automobile, 
which 
needs servicing only when it runs 
low on gas, oil, wind or water, the 
horse required watering, feeding, 
bedding, currying and 
brushing 
when he was idle just the same as 
when he was being used. Some­ 
times, during the winter, he would 
not be 
hitched up for 
several 
months. Nor was hitching him up a 
task to be ignored when his owner 
had a date or some other legiti­ 
mate need for him. 
First, the harness had to be plac­ 
ed upon him, the bridle bit in his 


mouth, the collar around his neck, 
the lines, tugs and other pieces 
in place, the bellyband buckled and 
the tugs attached to the singletree. 
This was bother enough when the 
steed was docile and willing. It 
provoked much profane language 
when it was feeling its oats, as the 
farmers said about a horse that 
would prance and kick and cavort 
before finally submitting to bridle 
and harness. 


PROUDEST OF ALL 
The proudest 
horse owner of 
them all was the one whose steed 
could hold the road against most 
any horse which challenged him to 
a race. The roads were very narrow 
and passing at top speed a bit 
dangerous. The screams of his girl 
companion usually spurred him on 
to renewed effort. It gained for 
him two coveted rewards. Cne was 
the sense of victory incident to 
proving he had the fastest horse; 
the other, the comment of his best 
girl about how brave and reck­ 
less he was. 
Along in the late eighties my 
mother’s health showed signs of 
failing. Our family doctor sug­ 
gested to my father that he buy a 
driving horse and encourage her to 
spend a good deal of her time out 
in the open. 
Knowing that she had reared, 
cooked and kept house for 10 chil­ 
dren, the old physician probably 
hit upon this as a sly avenue to­ 
wards what she needed most of all, 
which was a rest. His prescription 
called for a horse and buggy. The 
surrey had rubber 
tires on its 
wheels and fringe around its top. 
and really represented all that was 
stylish and aristocratic in pleasure 
vehicles during that period. 
Instead of keeping the horse in 
our own barn and having constant 
rows about who 
should serve as 
valet for him, my father boarded 
him at Bill Ownbv’s livery stable. 
The charge for feeding, watering, 
currying, bedding, etc., was $10 a 
mouth, including washings for the 
surrey and delivering it to our resi­ 
dence when called for. 
My mother became greatly of­ 
fended at Bill when she learned 
that he always called her driving 
horse Swift. The horse die! little 
more than rise and descend when 
in action. Bill claimed that he could 
take more steps without getting 
anywhere than any other horse in 
America. My mother, however, was 
pretty sure Bill was making fun 
of her steed, and was not satisifed 
until he made an apology. But the 
nam e stuck. Even members of her 
own household called that driving 
horse Swift.

During 
the next 
six 
weeks, 
thousands of city 
dwelling Mid- 
westerners will take to the high­ 
ways for their first taste of spring 
sunshine and scenic beauty. Red­ 
bud and dogwood will bloom along 
the lanes a n d ‘the banks of small 
streams and the floor of the wood­ 
lands will be rich with wildflowers. 
Some of our travelers will already 
have their favorite trips worked 
out and will know from past ex­ 
perience just where they want to 
go and what they will see and do. 
But there are others for whom the 
experiense will be new, and for 
these the Missouri Division of Re­ 
sources and Development has per­ 
formed 
an 
invaluable 
service. 
Starting several years ago, it di­ 
vided the state into logical his­ 
torical and geographic 
divisions 
and now has produced a series of 
interesting and 
beautiful 
color 
books on each of the areas. These 
outline the characteristics of the 
region 
and 
picture the 
scenic, 
recreational and other attractions. 
The books are worth owning as a 
record of Missouri, as well as a 
guide to “w here to go and what 
to do.” Typical of the areas covered 
are Lake of the Ozarks, Meramec 
Valley, 
Old 
Settlement, 
Mark 
Twain, White River and Big Spring 
Country, with 15 listed in all. 
The 
Missouri 
Recreation As­ 
sociation, working closely with the 
state agency, has also brought out 
an excellent book for the prospec­ 
tive 
traveler and 
recreationist 
which is titled “Missouri Shows 
You.” This follows the same “area 
plan” as is used by the state and 
goes into more detail as to specific 
tours, as well as listing accom­ 
modations in each area. There is 
no doubt that in the past some of 
our Missouri recreational 
areas 
have been lacking on this score, so 
that the traveler was sometimes 
hard put for a good meal and a 
comfortable place to lay his head 
at night. But these handicaps are 
being rapidly 
overcome, 
partly 
through pressure created by the 
greater num ber of visitors 
and 
partly as a m atter of sheer pride in 
various communities which have 
had everything to offer the vaca­ 
tionist except good places to eat 
and sleep. You can, by the way, 
contact both the State Division of 
Resources and Development and 
the Missouri Recreation Associa­ 
tion by adressing them at Jeffer­ 
son City. 
Our own travels at this season 
are limited by the demands of the

num ber and scope of the projects 
going forward in this oldest and 
most 
picturesque

towns. Here is one of the best ex­ 
amples in our state of a com m un­ 
ity which takes proper pride in its 
historic past, preserving the lovely 
old homes built by early French 
settlers, y tt it equally interested 
in civic projects and in adding

There are many things to see in 
Ste.Genevieve 
and its 
location 
makes it an ideal objective for a 
one-day tour from St. Louis, as 
we have pointed out in other years. 
Highway 25, after it leaves 61-67 
near Festus, follows the high coun­ 
try of the river breaks and offers 
a number of interesting side trips 
if you have time to turn aside on 
the country roads.

Seed Box Easily Equipped 
With Automatic Watering 


Seedling plants grown in an in­ 
door seed box m ay be destroyed in 
a few hours if the soil is allowed to 
dry out completely. But by a simple 
device familiar to all in the lamp 
wick, water can be supplied auto­ 
matically in just the right volume, 
having the gardener free to attend 
to other duties, and even go visiting 
for a few days. 
This has been demonstrated by 
scientific research 
into watering 
practices, and the method is wide­ 
ly used by florists. For am ateur 
gardeners, several methods of auto­ 
matic watering have been tested, 
and Dr. Kenneth Post, of Cornell 
university, who took a prominent 
part in the research in this field, 
says the best is wick-watering, by 
which moisture is supplied the soil 
in the seed box from a pan below, 
lifted by a .wick. A wick-watered 
box is easily prepared as the illus­ 
trations show. First, a hole is bored 
in the bottom of the box. Through 
this hole a wick eight inches long is 
drawn. The top of the wick is frayed 


and imbedded in the soil which fills 
the box; the bottom drops into a pan 
below. As long as there is water in 
the pan, the soil will keep moist, 
and your seedling plants will not 
suffer from lack of it. 
If a large pan is used, enough 
water for several days m ay be sup­ 
plied at one time, allowing you to 
go away from home, even during 
the critical period of infancy when, 
with other methods of watering, 
daily inspection would be neces­ 
sary. 
The best m aterial for a wick is 
fibre glass, which is sold for the 
purpose, and which will last for 
years. A piece of new clothes line 
will also serve for the few' weeks 
necessary to bring up plants, but 
if used too long it will disintegrate. 
The degree of moisture maintained 
in the soil of the box m ay be con­ 
trolled to some extent by varying 
the height of the box above the pan, 
but be careful not to get the box so 
high that the wick ceases to oper­ 
ate.

When I W as A Boy 
Hot Bread Really W as 
The Staff of Life 


By Jack Blanton 
(In T he Globe D em ocrat) 


W hen I was a boy bread really 
w as the staff of life in our section 
of Missouri. The science of m a k ­ 
ing it was brought to this locality 
by pioneer m others w ho cam e out 
from V irginia and K entucky. The 
custom w as to serve it hot from the 
oven, and eat it w ith butter, g ravy 
or molasses. 
G irls w ere not 
considered of 
m a rria g ab le age until they had 
learned to m ake hot biscuits, w hich 
w ere served th ree tim es a day in 
practically 
every 
household. 
B reakfast foods, toast or 
cereals 
had not yet com e upon the scene, 
nor had the custom of beginning 
the m orning m eal w ith fruit juice. 
B reakfast usually consisted of fried 
m eat, gravy, eggs, stewed d ried 
apples or peaches, hot 
biscuits, 
m olasses and coffee. Occasionally, 
hot w heat cakes w ere served as a 
su b stitu te for 
biscuit, 
at 
w hich 
tim es the m enu usually was lim ited 
to cakes, molasses and coffee. 
P eople who cam e from n o rth ern 
states w ere light bread addicts. 
T heir wom enfolk m ade huge loaves 
and served the slices cold at every 
meal. My m other would stage an 
occasional strike against the bis­ 
cuit board. She w ould 
m ake a 
batch 
of light b rea d 
and 
v ery 
belligerently notify the family that 
it was w hat they w ere to get from 
henceforth forw ard. 
She said they had two choices. 
O ne was, take it. T h e other was, 
leave it. Very reluctantly, the fa m ­ 
ily w ould take it.

CRACKING BREAD FEAST 
S o u th ern families, one of w hich

had been boiled in an iron kettle

Crackling bread m u st be m ade 
in pones. Each pone is oval shaped, 
about 5 inches long and 1 inch 
thick. It should be eaten hot from 
the oven, with plenty of butter. 
Incidentally, no pone is genuine 
unless it bears the cook’s finger 
prints. It should be kept in the

Mrs. W at­ 
son said th a t in h er fam ily m ash­ 
ed sweet potatoes w ere used in the 
pones. W hen put to the test in my 
home som e days later it was found 
to be delicious. 
D uring the m aple sy ru p season 
My m other would h av e an occa­ 
sional fritte r supper. F ritters w ere 
fried in a skillet of boiling grease, 
as d oughnuts are. W hen ready for 
the table they w ere about half 
an inch thick. Hot, crisp and sa t­ 
urated w ith m aple syrup, they are 
delicious beyond description. Only 
a very hei oic w om an would u n d er­ 
take to fry them as fast as a large 
family could consum e them . 
Being of Southern ancestry, most 
of the fam ilies in our p art of Mis­ 
souri sh a re d their affections be­ 
tween hot biscuits and corn bread. 
Not m any w om en w ere adept at 
the biscuit board, every one h a v ­ 
ing a size and sort of her own. 
Many of th em used too m uch soda, 
for w hich reason the color was 
bad and the taste not palatable. 
Corn bread was m ade in a variety 
of ways. M y mother, and almost 
every w om an, served it for dinner 
every day. P an corn bread was the 
rule. It w as cut out 
in 
3-inch 
squares th a t w ere 1 
inch thick. 
Every few days, 
how ever, corn 
m uffins w ould come to the table 
as a substitute. On other occasions 
corn cakes would be baked or hoe- 
cakes would be made.

She co u n te r­ 
ed by inquiring w hat a fritter was, 
and showed little interest w h en I 
replied that a fritter was the most 
delicious piece of pastry in cook­ 
book history. 
My. m other m ade them from a 
recipe w hich called for tw o eggs, 
one cup of m ilk, a pinch of salt, 
one and o ne-half cups of flour and 
one teaspoon ol baking pow der. 
Fried in hot lard and served w ith 
pow ered su g a r or m aple sirup, 
they m ake the family forget its 
troubles.

REPORT FROM 
WASHINGTON

While the House was busy last 
w eek cutting almost a million ctol- 
lars from the appropriations bill 
for the L^bor 
D epartm ent 
and 
Federal Security Agency, a group 
of 47 Senators, headed by Byrd 
of Virginia, and including H en­ 
nings of Missouri, was preparing a 
resolution to force adoption of the 
one-package 
appropriation 
bill 
such as we used last year. Both 
of these moves, to me, are signs 
that Congress is determ ined in its 
efforts not only to reduce expendi­ 
tures, but to force a m ore intel­ 
ligent accounting of how various 
agencies of the Govei nm ent spend 
the m oney appropriated by Con­ 
gress. 


During the second session of the 
81st 
Congress. 
following 
the 
recom m endations 
of 
C hairm an 
Cannon, the House Com m ittee on j 
Appropriations adopted a plan of 
incorporating all appropriations in 
a one-package bill, instead of fol­ 
lowing past procedure of having 
appropriations in some dozen or 
m ore 
separate 
bills. 
Although 
C hairm an Cannon presented evi­ 
dence 
substantiating his 
claims 
that this new plan not only saved 
up to two billion dollars, but also 
enabled Congress to keep a closer 
check on appropriations and made 
“log-rolling” more 
difficult, 
the 
House Appropriations Com m ittee 
this year, by a close vote, and d e ­ 
spite C annon’s efforts, refused to 
go along 
with the one-package 
idea. 


No doubt, due partially to this 
reversal 
of its forw ard-step of 
last year Congress had m ade much 
slower progress this year W h ere­ 
as last year, 
all 
appropriations 
bills with the exception of some 
supplemental bills, had cleared the 
House before the end of M arch, this 
year by the end of April only two 
or three m ajor appropriations bills 
had been approved, and a4 this 
tim e it is most likely that few bills 
will have cleared both the House 
and Senate by the tane the new 
fiscal year starts on July 1. w hich 
will necessitate the generally u n ­ 
satisfactory practice of ap p ro p riat­ 
ing by resolution to covei em er­ 
gencies until The regular ap p ro p ­ 
riations bills can be approved. 
In passing on the Labor D ep art­ 
m ent-Federal Security Agency bill 
the House made total cuts of $856 - 
300 in the bill as approved by the 
sub-comm ittee, and the $2.7 bil­ 
lion bill as finally approved in the 
House was reduced 
some 
$89.3 
million from the figure requested 
by the President and approved in 
the Budget. 


The 
Defense D epartm ent has 
announced its new long-range ic- 
serve program which calls for the 
release of all reservists “at the 
earliest practicable 
date ” 
A s­ 
sistant Defense Secretary Rosen­ 
berg, in reporting this action to 
the House A rm ed Services Com ­ 
mittee, said it was anticipated the 
M arine Corps will start 
releasing 
its reserves in Ju n e and all will 
be on inactive duty by July, 1952: 
the Navy and Air Force will sta r1 
in Ju ly and reservists in those two 
branches will be coming home in 
“substantial num bers by O ctober’', 
w hile the A rm y will begin releas­ 
ing its enlisted reserves in S ep tem ­ 
ber and probably finish by the 
end of the year. The only catch is 
that Mrs. Rosenberg stated that 
this program was draw n up in 
anticipation of Congress approv­ 
ing universal m ilitary 
training. 
W hile the Senate has approved 
UMT. the House 
only agreed to 
consider it at a later date, and the 
legislation is now in conference. 


Both the S enate and House have 
approved, and the P resident has 
signed the bill providing the free 
$10,000 insurance policy for each

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W hen I W a s A Boy 
Home Was Still Close 
After a Day's Travel 


B y J a c k B la n to n 


(In The Globe Democrat) 


When I was a boy, a person could 
travel all day and still be close to 
home. This was during the horse- 
and-buggy era. Although Mexico 
and Moberly, much larger towns, 
were only 25 miles away, a trip 
to them by any other means than 
railroad was hardly ever made. 
With a good team, it requires 
a day for the round trip. There 
was none but narrow dirt roads, 
none of which had markings. Few 
people could go 20 miles without 
getting lost. 
The ambition of every young 
man during this period was to own 
a horse and buggy. To make this 
dream come true was much more 
complicated than it sounds. First, 
of course, was the m atter of ac­ 
cumulating sufficient money. Sec­ 
ond, providing a barn for the ani­ 
mal you planned to buy. Third was 
the item of feed with which to 
keep the animal in proper trim. 
Fourth was the purchase of harness 
and buggy. 
All barns were two-story affairs. 
The upper story or loft was for 
hay, two rations of which the horse 
was given every day. In the lower 
story was a crib 
for corn the 
horse must have twice a day, and 
a stall in which he spent all of 
his nights and much of his days. 
A hall-way gave access to stall 
and crib, and to the ladder upon 
which the loft was reached. Twice 
a day hay from the loft and corn 
from the crib had to be carried to 
the manger from which the horse 
fed. 


ACTIVITIES JUST BEGUN 


But, having financed a barn, a 
horse, a buggy and harness, the 
young m an’s activities had just be­ 
gun. Early in the morning it was 
necessary for him to feed and w a­ 
ter his steed. Usually, while the 
animal was eating, the daily task 
of currying and brushing was done. 
From tip of the nose to tip of the 
tail the currycomb was applied for 
the purpose of ridding the horse of 
dust. Following 
this there 
was 
vigorous use of a very large brush 
for the purpose of keeping the 
hair clean and sleek. 
At the close of every day it 
w’as necessary to have a supply of 
straw at hand. The owner used it 
for “bedding the horse down,1’ 
which means that he would cover 
the stall with it, so the horse would 
be comfortable when he lay down 
to rest. One of his chores the next 
morning would be to rake it out 
and deposit it on what was called 
the m anure pile, just outside the 
door. 
Also, three times a day, the ow n­ 
er found it necessary to carry a 
bucket of w’ater from a pump near 
the house to the barn, with which 
to slake the animals thirst. The 
fact that hardly any man can carry 
a busket of w ater 100 yards w ith­ 
out sloshing some of it out upon 
his leg 
made this a 
distasteful 
chore, especially during cold wea­ 
ther. 
Unlike an automobile, 
which 
needs servicing only when it runs 
low on gas, oil, wind or water, the 
horse required watering, feeding, 
bedding, currying and 
brushing 
when he was idle just the same as 
when he was being used. Some­ 
times, during the winter, he would 
not be 
hitched up for 
several 
months. Nor was hitching him up a 
task to be ignored when his owner 
had a date or some other legiti­ 
mate need for him. 
First, the harness had to be plac­ 
ed upon him, the bridle bit in his 


mouth, the collar around his neck, 
the lines, tugs and other pieces 
in place, the bellyband buckled and 
the tugs attached to the singletree. 
This was bother enough when the 
steed was docile and willing. It 
provoked much profane language 
when it was feeling its oats, as the 
farmers said about a horse that 
would prance and kick and cavort 
before finally submitting to bridle 
and harness. 


PROUDEST OF ALL 
The proudest 
horse owner of 
them all was the one whose steed 
could hold the road against most 
any horse which challenged him to 
a race. The roads were very narrow 
and passing at top speed a bit 
dangerous. The screams of his girl 
companion usually spurred him on 
to renewed effort. It gained for 
him two coveted rewards. One was 
the sense of victory incident to 
proving he had the fastest horse; 
the other, the comment of his best 
girl about how brave and reck­ 
less he was. 
Along in the late eighties my 
mother’s health showed signs of 
failing. Our family doctor sug­ 
gested to my father that he buy a 
driving horse and encourage her to 
spend a good deal of her time out 
j in the open. 
Knowing that she had reared, 
cooked and kept house for 10 chil­ 
dren, the old physician probably 
hit upon this as a sly avenue to­ 
wards what she needed most of all, 
which was a rest. His prescription 
called for a horse and buggy. The 
surrey had rubber 
tires on its 
wheels and fringe around its top, 
and really represented all that was 
stylish and aristocratic in pleasure 
vehicles during that period. 
Instead of keeping the horse in 
our own barn and having constant 
rows about who 
should serve as 
valet for him, my father boarded 
him at Bill Ownby’s livery stable. 
The charge for feeding, watering, 
currying, bedding, etc., was $10 a 
mouth, including washings for the 
surrey and delivering it to our resi­ 
dence when called for. 
My mother became greatly of­ 
fended at Bill when she learned 
that he always called her driving 
horse Swift. The horse did little 
more than rise and descend when 
in action. Bill claimed that he could 
take more steps without getting 
anywhere than any other horse in 
America. My mother, however, was 
pretty sure Bill was making fun 
of her steed, and was not satisifed 
until he made an apology. But the 
name stuck. Even members of her 
own household called that driving 
horse Swift.

One way to go about this is 
serving a roast—preparation time 
is definitely limited and the results 
so satisfying to everyone. 
Perhaps the choice might be a 
veal roast. This could be a stand­ 
ing or rolled rump, an arm or 
blade roast or a rolled shoulder 
as well as others she may find in 
her market. 
According to home economist 
Reba Staggs, 
roasting 
requires 
merely the procedure of placing 
the veal on a rack in a shallow pan. 
However, because veal is from a 
young animal and has little fat it 
is necessary to add fat before cook­ 
ing. This is easily done by placing 
several strips of bacon over the 
top surface of the roast. 
To eliminate guessing as to when 
the roast is cooked, a meat ther­ 
mometer is used. Place the therm ­ 
ometer in the roast so that it is 
resting in lean, neither fat nor on 
bone. Forget about w ater and a 
cover for the pan. Let the roast 
cook in a 300° F. oven for an esti­ 
mated 25 to 30 minutes for a stand­ 
ing rump or shoulder. Add about 
10 minutes per pound cooking time 
for boned and rolled roasts. Your 
roast 
meat 
thermometer 
will 


register 170° F. when the roast is 
cooked. 


With roast veal might be served 
buttered new potatoes and green 
beans. For something in the vege­ 
table line to garnish the meat 
platter, serve spinach timbales. A 
sliced tomato and cucumber salad 
is a simple addition. Round out 
the meal with a dessert of lemon 
sponge.

W hen I W a s A Boy 
Hot Bread Really W as 
The Staff of Life 


Seedling plants grown in an in­ 
door seed box may be destroyed in 
a few hours if the soil is allowed to 
dry out completely. But by a simple 
device familiar to all in the lamp 
wick, water can be supplied auto­ 
matically in just the right volume, 
having the gardener free to attend 
to other duties, and even go visiting 
for a few days. 
This has been demonstrated by 
scientific 
research 
into 
watering 
practices, and the method is wide­ 
ly used by florists. For amateur 
gardeners, several methods of auto­ 
matic watering have been tested, 
and Dr. Kenneth Post, of Cornell 
university, who took a prominent 
part in the research in this field, 
says the best is wick-watering, by 
which moisture is supplied the soil 
in the seed box from a pan below, 
lifted by a .wick. A wick-watered 
box is easily prepared as the illus­ 
trations show. P'irst, a hole is bored 
in the bottom of the box. Through 
this hole a wick eight inches long is 
drawn. The top of the wick is frayed 


and imbedded in the soil which fills 
the box; the bottom drops into a pan 
below. As long as there is water in 
the pan, the soil will keep moist, 
and your seedling planls will not 
suffer from lack of it. 
If a large pan is used, enough 
water for several days may be sup­ 
plied at one time, allowing you to 
go away from home, even during 
the critical period of infancy when, 
with other methods of watering, 
daily inspection would be neces­ 
sary. 
The best material for a wick is 
fibre glass, which is sold for the 
purpose, and which will last for 
years. A piece of new clothes line 
will also serve for the few weeks 
necessary to bring up plants, but 
if used too long it will disintegrate. 
The degree of moisture maintained 
in the soil of the box may be con­ 
trolled to some extent by varying 
the height of the box above the pan, 
but be careful not to get the box so 
high that the wick ceases to oper­ 
ate. 


COTTON RAIN-DEAR

When I was a boy bread really 


was the staff of life in our section 
of Missouri. The science of m a k ­ 
ing it was brought to this locality 
by pioneer mothers who cam e out 
from Virginia and Kentucky, The 
custom was to serve it hot from the 
oven, and eat it with butter, gravy 
or molasses. 
Girls were not 
considered of 
m arriagable age until 
they 
had 
learned to m ake hot biscuits, w hich 
were served three times a day in 
practically 
every 
household. 
B reak fast foods, toast or 
cereals 
had not yet come upon the scene, 
nor had the custom of beginning 
the morning meal with fruit juice. 
B reakfast usually consisted of fried 
meat, gravy, eggs, stewed dried 
apples or peaches, hot 
biscuits, 
molasses and coffee. Occasionally, 
hot wheat cakes were served as a 
substitute for 
biscuit, 
at 
which 
times the menu usually was limited 
to cakes, molasses and col tee. 
People who cam e from northern 
states were light bread addicts. 
Their womenfolk made huge loaves 
and served the slices cold at every 
meal. My mother would stage an 
occasional strike against the bis­ 
cuit board. Sh e would 
make a 
batch 
of 
light 
bread 
and 
very 
belligerently notify the family that 
it was what they w ere to get from 
henceforth forward. 
She said they had two choices. 
One was, take it. The other was, 
leave it. Very reluctantly, the fam ­ 
ily would take it. Tw o days latei 
the strike would be over and hot 
biscuit back on the festal board. 
M other 
didn’t 
like 
light 
bread, 
either . 


CRACKING BREAD FEAST 
Southern families, one of which 
was ours, feasted on 
crackling 
bread at hog-killing time. It was 
made of 
meal 
and 
cracklings, 
cracklings being crisp bits of fat 
which remained after fresh meat 
had been boiled in an iron kettle 
and 
all the 
lard 
pressed 
out. 
Cracklings are very palatable, so 
much so that in shops and stores 
all over the country, when pro­ 
prietors permit, workers may be 
seen munching 
them 
between 
tasks. 
Crackling bread must be made 
in pones. Each pone is oval .-haped, 
about 5 inches long and 
1 
inch 
thick. It should be eaten hot from 
the oven, with plenty ol butter. 
Incidentally, no pone is genuine 
unless it bears the cook's finger 
prints. It should be kept in the 
oven until a rich brown is color. 
Although at their best when hot, 


they really are quite 
palatable 
when cold. 
My mother 
used 
to 
make 
a 
very delicious pone bread by oc­ 
casionally 
substituting 
stewed 
pumpkin 
for 
cracklings. 
Served 
hot. with plenty of butter, it was 
very popular 
with 
the 
family. 
When Tom 
Watson, a 
famous 
Georgia politician, was running for 
President of the United States on 
the Populist ticket, I spent several 
hours with him and his very grac­ 
ious southern wife while waiting 
for a train at Brunsw ick, Mo. 


We had dinner together at the 
local hotel and when the conver­ 
sation shifted from politics to cook­ 
ery, I 
mentioned hot 
pumpkin 
pones as a very popular bread that 
had 
come 
down 
to 
our 
family 
from Virginia ancestors. Mrs. W at­ 
son said that in her family m ash­ 
ed sweet potatoes w ere used in the 
pones. When put to the test in my 
home some days later it was found 
to be delicious. 


During the maple syrup season 
My mother would have an occa­ 
sional fritter supper. Fritters were 
fried in a skillet of boiling grease, 
as doughnuts are. When ready for 
the table they w ere about half 
an inch thick. Hot, crisp and sat­ 
urated with maple syrup, they are 
delicious beyond description. Only 
a very heroic woman would under­ 
take to fry them as fast as a large 
family could consume them. 


Being of Southern ancestry, most 
of the fam ilies in our par1 of M is­ 
souri shared their affections b e­ 
tween hot biscuits and corn bread. 
Not many women were adept at 
the biscuit board, every one hav­ 
ing a size and sort of her own 
M any of them used too much soda, 
for which reason the color was 
bad and the taste not palatable. 


Corn bread was made in a variety 
of ways. My mother, and almost 
every woman, served it for dinner 
j every day. Pan corn bread was the 
J rule. 
It was 
cut 
out 
in 
3-inch 
| squares that were 
1 
inch thick 
I Every few days, 
however, corn 
muffins would come to the table 
as a substitute. On other occasions 
corn cakes would be baked or hoe- 
cakes would be made. A hoeeake 
was one which covered the entire 
surface of a griddle. Turning a 
hoeeake without messing up the 
soft, upper surface was no job 
for a novice. 
Those were the days when men 
really were men. Instead of taking 
orders from sweethearts and wives 
they gave orders which the girls 
hastened to obey. T ax es were low­ 
er, church attendance higher, di­ 
vorces less frequent, and boxm g 
m atches better than since family 


life began revolving about bakery 
shops. 


I have developed the habit of 
asking young brides if they can 
make hot biscuits. A m ajority of 
them reply in the negative. They 
plan to serve bak er’s bread and 
salads. 
This, too, 
when 
some 
em inent 
scientist 
recently 
rated 
A m erican factory bread the worst 
in the world. 


W hile I was writing this article 
a woman 50 years old cam e into 
my office. I inquiitd if she knew 
how to m ake fritters. She cou nter­ 
ed by inquiring what a fritter was, 
and showed little interest when I 
replied that a fritter was the most 
delicious piece of pastry in cook­ 
book history. 


My. mother made them from a 
recipe which called for two eggs, 
one cup of milk, a pinch of salt, 
one and one-half cups of flour and j 
one teaspoon of baking powder, j 
Fried in hot lard and served with | 
powered 
sugar 
or 
maple 
sirup, 
they m ake the family forget its 
troubles. 
As for 
pumpkin corn 
pones, 
they have few equals for keeping 
the hom e fires burning and cre a t­ 
ing pleasant memories. My mother 
used 2 cups of stewed pumpkin, 
4 tablespoons of butter and 1 tea­ 
spoon of salt, which she placed in 
a skillet, stirring until it becam e 
hot, following which she stirred 
into it 1 cup of corn meal, cooking 


• it slowly until 
stiff enough to 
j spread, then putting it on a well 


greased 
griddle, cooking on 
top 
of 
the 
stove 
until 
bottom 
was 
brown, then putting it into the 
oven until brown on top. 
It was served hot, with plenty 
of butter. An occasional serving 
of fritters, or hot pumpkin bread 
is a sure-fire antidote for trouble 
in the home.

While the House was busy last 
week cutting almost a million dol­ 
lars from the appropriations bill 
for the Lyfbor Department 
and 
Federal Security Agency, a group 
of 47 Senators, headed by Byrd 
• of Virginia, and including Hen- 
nings of Missouri, was preparing a 
resolution to force adoption of the 
one-package 
appropriation 
bill 
‘ such as we used last year. Both 
of these moves, to mo, are signs 
that Congress is determined in its 
efforts not only to reduce expendi­ 
tures, but to force a more intel- i 
ligent accounting of how various 
agencies of the Government spend 
the money appropriated by Con­ 
gress. 


During the second session of the 
81st 
Congress. 
following 
the 
recommendations 
of 
Chairman 
Cannon, the House Committee on 
Appropriations adopted a plan of 
incorporating all appropriations in 
a one-package bill, instead of t ol - 
lowing past procedure of having 
appropriations in some dozen or 
more 
separate 
bills. 
Although 
Chairman Cannon presented evi­ 
dence 
substantiating his 
claims 
that this new plan not only saved 
up to two billion dollars, but also 
enabled Congress to keep a closer 
check on appropriations and made 
“log-rolling” more 
difficult, 
the 
House Appropriations Committee ’ 
this year, by a close vote, and de­ 
spite Cannon’s efforts, refused to j 
go- along with the one-package | 
idea. 


No doubt, due partially to this 
reversal of its forward-step of 
last year Congress had made much j 
slower progress this year. W here­ 
as last year, 
all 
appropriations 
bills with the exception of some I 
supplemental bills, had cleared the , 
House before the end of March, this 
year by the end of April only two 
or three major appropriations bills 
had b>'en approved, and at this 
time it is most likely that few bills 
will have cleared both the House i 
and Senate by the time the new 
fiscal y. ar starts on July 1. which j 
will necessitate the generally un ­ 
satisfactory practice of appropriat­ 
ing by resolution to cover em er­ 
gencies until the regular approp­ 
riations bills can be approved. 
In passing on the Labor D epart­ 
ment-Federal Security Agency bill 
the House made total cuts of $856 - 
300 in the bill as approved by the 
sub-committee, and the $2.7 bil­ 
lion bill as finally approved in the 
House was reduced some $89.3 
million from the figure requested 
by the President and approved in 
the Budget. 


The Defense Department has 
announced its new long-range re­ 
serve program which calls for the 
release of all reservists “at the 
earliest practicable 
date.” 
As­ 
sistant Defense Secretary Rosen­ 
berg, in reporting this action to 
the House Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, said it was anticipated the 
Marine Corps will start 
releasing 
its reserves in June and all will 
be on inactive duty by July, 1952; 
the Navy and Air Force will start 
in July and reservists in those two 
branches will be coming home in 
“substantial numbers by October”, 
while the Army will begin releas­ 
ing its enlisted reserves in Septem ­ 
ber and probably finish by the 
end of the year. The only catch is , 
that Mrs. Rosenberg stated that 
this program was drawn up in 
anticipation of Congress approv­ 
ing universal military 
training. 
While the Senate has approved 
UMT, the House 
only agreed to 
consider it at a later date, and the 
legislation is now in conference.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 
25 — Missouri showed up most 
favorably in a report just received 
from the FBI on the num ber of 
crimes in cities and villages d u r­ 
ing 1950 as compared to 1949. 
We had 194 fewer crimes report­ 
ed in this state last year than in 
the previous year. This record is 
based upon reports from 40 Mis­ 
souri cities. 
With the exception of North 
Dakota, strictly a rural state, we 
showed the most im provement of 
any of the seven states in the West 
North Central division. 
Among the surrounding states 
Kansas had the biggest increase in 
crimes during 1950 with 490 more 
than the preceding year Iowa had 
471 more crimes reported last year 
from among its 56 cities with a 
population equal to 
that of Mis­ 
souri’s 40 urban areas. 
Missouri’s showing was especial­ 
ly good in view of the fact that the 
total volume of crime across the 
nation increased 1.5 per cent in 
1950, according to the FBI re­ 
port. Our good record is due to 
the diligence with which the police 
commissioners I have appointed in 
the cities have enforced all laws 
without favor. Another factor has 
been the cooperation my office has 
received from most of the law en­ 
forcement officers in rural Mis­ 
souri.
